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FAMILY  RECORD. 


For  Information  concerning  the  ancestors  of  this  branch 
of  the  Clark  family,  I  am  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Chauncey 
Clark,  of  Northampton,  Mass.  It  is  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing letter : 

Northampton,  May  25th,  1853. 
Le'^vis  H.  Clark,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir : — A  letter  from  Gov.  Stroxg,  to  my  brother 
Josiah,  furnishes  me  with,  most  ot  my  genealogical  knowledge 
of  the  Clark  ancestry,  and  I  will  extract  from  that  all  that 
may  interest  you. 

"  The  oldest  of  your  ancestors  was  Mr.  William  Clark. 
He  removed  to  this  town,  (Northampton,)  from  Dorchester, 
near  Boston.  It  is  probable  he  came  from  England,  with 
Mr.  Maverick,  Mr.  Warham,  and  their  company,  who  were 
the  first  settlers  at  Dorchester.  They  sailed  from  Plymouth, 
England,  in  the  ship  Mary  and  John,  on  the  30th  of  March, 
1630,  and  arrived  at  Nantasket  on  the  30th  of  May,  follow- 
ing.    After  looking  awhile,  they  settled  at  Dorchester. 

In  the  year  1636.  Mr.  Warham,  and  a  great  part  of  his 
church  removed  to  Windsor,  in  Connecticut.  Mr.  Richard 
Mather,  was  settled  as  a  minister  at  Dorchester.  His  son 
Eleazor  Mather,  was  the  first  minister  in  this  town.  While 
he  was  preaching  on  probation,  the  town  voted  to  give  a 
quantity  of  land,  to  such  useful  men  as  Mr.  Mather  should 
invite,  and  should  come  and  dwell  here.  On  the  1st  of  June, 
1659,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  give  forth  the  land  to 
the  Dorchester  men,  viz :  to  William  Clark,  Henry  Wood- 
ward and  Henry  Curtiff.  In  the  year  16(30,  William  Clark, 
was  chosen  one  of  the  Selectmen. 

April,  1661,  William  Clark  and  others,  with  Mr.  Mather, 
took  a  dismission  from  the  church  at  Dorchester,  and  on  the 
18th  of  June  following,  a  church  was  gathered  at  Northamp- 
ton, and  Mr.  Mather  ordained.  In  August,  1661,  your  an- 
cestor was  chosen  lieutenant  of  the  trainband.  This  at  that 
time  was  an  important  office  and  secured  to  him  ever  after, 


the  distinguishing  title  of  Lieut.  Clark.  In  the  course  of 
20  years  afterwards,  he  was  frequently  one  of  the  Select- 
men, and  held  other  respectable  offices.  lie  died  July  18th, 
1690,  probably  about  &0  years  old.   ^  , 

He  left  two  sons,  John  and  William,  and  I  believe  two 
more,  Nathaniel  and  Samuel,  but  of  this  I  am  not  certain. 
William  was  married  and  removed  to  Connecticut ;  he  had  a 
numerous  family  of  children.  John  was  your  Grandfather's 
Grandfather.  He  first  married  Rebecca  Coopfir,  en  the  12th 
of  July,  167T,  by  whom  he  had  one  daughter.  His  second 
wife  was  Mary  Strong,  to  v^hom  he  was  married  March  16th, 
1679,  by  whom  he  had  the  following  11  children. 

1st.  John,  born  Dec.  28th,  1679.  He  was  deacon  of  the 
church,  and  lived  in  the  house  now  owned  by  his  grandson, 
Mr.  David  Clark. 

2nd.  Nathaniel,  born  May  l3th,  1681.  He  lived  where 
Mr.  Preserved  Bartlett  now  lives. 

3d.  Ebenezer,  born  Oct.  iSth,  1682.  He  lived  where  his 
grandson  Elihu  afterwards  lived. 

4th.  Increase,  born  April  8th,  1684.  He  lived  where  Mr. 
Justin  Smith  now  lives. 

oth.  Mary,  born  Dec.  27th,  16So,  married  Benjamin  Ed- 
wards. 

6th.  Rebekah,  born  Nov.  28th,  1687,  married  John  Baker. 

7th.  Experience,  born  Oct.  30th,  1689,  married  Daniel 
Nash. 

8th.  Abigail,  born  March,  1692,  married  Deacon  Cook. 

9th.  Noah,  born  March  28th,  l694.  He  lived  where  his 
son  Silas,  and  grandson  Levi  afterwards  lived. 

10th.  Thankful,  born  Feb.  13th,  1696,  not  married. 

11th.  Josiah,  born  June  11th,  1697.  He  was  your  great 
grandfather  and  lived  where  his  son  Enoch  and  grandson 
Erastus  afterwards  lived. 

Your  Grandfather's  Grandfather,  was  a  worthy  useful  man, 
and  a  representative  to  the  General  Court.  He  died  from 
fatigue  and  cold,  taken  in  a  violent  snow  storm,  on  his  return 
from  Boston.  The  six  sons  and  two  daughters  were  all  liv- 
ing- in  this  town  within  my  memory,  none  of  them  died  before 
they  were  80  years  old  ;  Ebenezer  lived  to  be  99.  They 
were  all  respectable  and  in  good  circumstances."  So  far 
from  Gov.  Strong. 

In  the  above  list  of  11  children,  the  1st  is  John  ;I'he  was 
your  Grandfather's  Grandfather  ;  he  married  Elizabeth  Cook,

The  last  named,  David,  was  your  Great  Grandfather.  This 
is  about  all  that  I  can  tell  you.  There  were  many  of  the 
name  of  Clark,  came  early  to  Boston  and  Plymouth  :  but  I 
know  not  that  William  Clark  had  any  relations  among  them, 
I  presume  not. 

I  have  seen  several  different  coats  of  arms  applied  to  the 
name  of  Clark,  but  when  I  traced  them  back,  I  found  they 
came  from  some  other  family,  united  to  the  Clarks  by  mar- 
riage. The  Clarks  could  read  at  the  time  sir-names  were 
formed.  Most  probably  many  of  those  who  had  armorial 
bearings  could  not.  I  have  seen  in  Copp's  Hill  Cemetery, 
Boston,  Clark  monuments,  having  coats  of  arms.  In  books 
of  heraldry  I  have  seen  others,  but  I  never  saw  two  alike. 
The  truth  is,  the  Clark  name  was  undoubtedly  applied  from 
the  first,  to  many  different  families.  Like  the  name  of  Smith 
it  was  given  in  reference  to  an  occupation  in  which  various 
men  would  be  engaged.  The  name  therefore  applies  to  great 
numbers,  and  to  those  having  no  relation  to  each  other.
